Phulung (Moldunkiri, Cambodia) 


The sun is setting while my little boat is taking me to the side of the river The sound of the dredging machine 
continues to hum in the background as a distant moon comes into view. Meanwhile, construction workers still 
labouring on the other side of Phnom Penh just across the Mekong River You can see dust from the dirty roads 
along the river, as people make their way home. 


In the summer of 2016, travelled along the Mekong River to explore the people, the landscape and the culture. 
My journey began in Northern Laos and continued south to the Cambodia border. From there, I travelled along 
the river to the capital city Phnom Penh in Cambodia. I walked through Ho Chi Minh City (Saigon), southern 
Vietnam to the South China Sea. And I finished at My Tho, Mekong Delta. 


The primary purpose of my journey was to learn about the Sand Mine issue in the Mekong regions—the phenomenon 
thatiseroding the precious sands there that is secretly growing in Laos and booming in Cambodia and Vietnam. 


China is the top consumer that devours more than 60 percent of the global output and using more sand in four years 
than the United States did in the entire 20* century (AFP). If something is not done to stop this dangerous trend, 
itcould permanently harm the river spices and live hoods seriously along the regions. 


Sand isa valuable natural resource that people cannot live without. Building materials for shopping malls, roads 
and apartments -all come from sand. But Southeastern Mekong countries are struggling to find a balance between 
developing а sustainable life and making profit from their vital river. 


This trip will be more than estimated the Mekong River length— 4,350 km (2,703 mi). This is a long term project 
which will also include Thailand, and the river source at the Tibetan plateau in order to show the whole picture 
of the river and its people who live along the regions.
